2, — Esau, Who Didn't Hold a Grudge. 

HE family lite of Isaac presents a rather sordid story ot domestic In- 
lellcltj'. For twenty years alter their marriage Isaac and Rebekah 
mourned the fact that they had no children. Then when Esau and 
Jacob were born there camo sharp division and definite Btrife ot Interests. 
The sons were amazingly different in tastes and choracter; isaae made a 
favorite of one and Rebekah of the other. By a contemptible transaction 
Jacob acquired Esau's blrtbrigbt, and Esau added to the family discord hy 
unhappy marriage. 

When Rebekah and Jacob succeeded in their conspiracy to rob Esau of 
his father's blessing it brought matters to a climax and the hot-headed Esau 
Vowed to murder his deceitful brother. By a shrewd piece of diplomacy 
Rel^etcah got Jacob out ot reach, and In her nnal words to him pays a strik- 
ing tribute to Esau by prophesying that he would "forget that which thou 
hast done unto him." 

The brothers did not meet again for twenty years, during which many 
changes toolc place in the circumstances of both. Jacob Journeyed back to- 
wards Canaan with a large family and much cattle, but how keenly tre.sh 'u 
his memory was Esau's threat against his life and how ecgor lie was for a 
reconciliation is shown by his abject meBsages to "My lord Esan" from "thy 
servant Jacob." 

Esau meanwhile had become the heatl ot a warlike people and added to 
Jacob's terror byconiing to meet hfm with an escort of four hundred men. 

E^au was tar from perfect, but his conduct at that Meeting showed that 
he possessed real greatness of soul. He met Jacob with kisses Instead of 
curses, with an offer of protection Instead of tbe punishment he deserved, 
and added tbe delicate courtesy of accepting a gift from him. 

It is cherecteristlc ot the man that there is no mention ot God. no pious 
words ot forBlvonesa, no parade ot goodness, but a certain bluffucss In his "I 
have enough, keep that thou hast unto thyself"; then he turned and went 
back to his strongholds in Mount Seir. 

Once more tho hrothera met. In seven words the sacred historian paints 
a tender picture of the two men, with their differences forgotten, united in a 
common grief nt the grave of their father. — J.G,

BIOGRAPHY 

IT is a ligppy eo-iueidoiioe that Cora- 
mlsaloner Railton Is tlie author ot 
tbls most thrilling biography oC 
Peter Cartwright lor their natures 
and methods were remailrably altiu. 
Bach reflected the same nigged, hon- 
est personality; the s^nie disregard 
tor coremoniaUsm or useless forms; 
the same holy ahnndonment lo their 
soul-saving endeavors. Peter Cart- 
wright lived and died as a Wesleynu 
Methodist minister; he did niiieli 
pioneer worlc in the Eastern Sl,a-les' 
in the early part ot the last centnry. 
George Scott Railton was the Foun- 
der's "right hand man," and also a 
pioneer ot Tlie Army's work in sev- 
eral lands. 

"Peter CartwriKliL," writes thu 
author, "was born and brought up in 
the United States, where in the first 
years of the last century pioneer set- 
tlers were wrestling at once with 
rugged, untamed nature and with 
fierce untamable native races." Ot 
those "untamable natives," Peter him- 
self gives a vivid account in an in- 
cident which happened when he, as a 
lad, accompanied his father to a new 
aottlemont in the Far West, as Ken- 
tucky ihen was kuo.vn. "After ■.vt; 
struck the wilderness we rarely trav- 
eled a day but we passed some whito 
persons, murdered and scalped by the 
Indians while going to, or returning 
from Kentucky. Sunday was a dark, 
cloudy day, misty with rain. Many 
Indians were seen skulking round by 
our guards. Late in the evening .wo 
came to what was calleil 'Camp De- 
feat,' where a number ot emigrant 
fanilHes all had been murderi^d by 
the savages a short time before. It 
was a solemn, gloomy time," 

It ever a young man endured soul- 
ngony It was 'when conviction seized 
Peter, He was a wieked, lawless fel- 
low, with a passion for horse-racing, 
card-playing and dancing. Although his 
mother was a devoted Christian and 
did her utmost to restrain her siu- 
loving son, his father remained al- 
together a man of the wild western 
world and did all he could to' help 
Peter into. it. Peter had one night 
returned from a dancing-party when, 
he said, it seemed as though all the 
blood in his body rushed to Ills head; 
hl.s heart palpitated and In a few 
minutes he turned blind. An awful 
Impression rested upon him that 
death had como and that he was un- 
prepared.

1924 the members did a considerable 
iiuioutit o£ visitation, patients in Hos- 
pital and inmates of the Aged Poo- 
pie's Homes being greatly cheered 
hy their minlstratlonB. 

Board are a splendid, dependable 
body of Locals, and nre Salvationists 
in practice and principle. Of their 
numhcr, four — Corp.s Cadet Guurdiau 
Mrs. Lang. Young People's Sergeant- 
llajor Craitnd, Treasurer Cunning- 
ham, and Dandniaster llobhison^ 
have received recognition In the 
"Cry" lu comparatively recent is- 
sues.
